Dear Taylor Amarel: 

The Federal Trade Commission received your recent Freedom of Information Act request 
for agency records.

• If you are applying for a fee waiver as explained in 16 CFR §4.8(e), please provide an 
explanation of how the public interest is served by the fee waiver. 

We have determined that you qualify as a General Public requester under the 
Commission’s Rules of Practice 16 C.F.R. § 4.8(b). As such, you are responsible for two free 
hours of search, free review, and 100 free pages. 

Once you have corrected the above deficiencies, please submit a new request. You may 
submit this request via email to FOIA@ftc.gov. via mail to Freedom of Information Act Office 
H-585, Office of General Counsel, Federal Trade Commission, 600 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20580, or by facsimile to (202) 326-2477. This is a final determination and 
your request for information has been closed. When we receive your corrected request, we will 
open a new file for you. 

This is the final action on this above-numbered request. If you are not satisfied with this 
response to your request, you may appeal by writing to Freedom of Information Act Appeal,
